After a semester of listening to the 
complaints in barracks about the poor 
conditions in the mess hall, I feel it is 
time someone spoke up. The three major 
areas which are complained about the 
most are the choice of menu, the por- 
tion of food which each cadet is seem- 
ingly rationed, and the condition in 
which the food is served to the cadet. 

I have a few simple suggestions in 
each of these areas concerning the choice 
of menu. I feel a survey should be run 
to decide what type of menu would be 
appreciated. This would cut down on 
waste as more food would be eaten in- 
stead of being thrown away in the trash. 

As for the portion served each cadet, 
I often wonder why an eleven year old, 
80 pound boy is served the same ration 
of food as an eighteen-year old, 180 


pound boy. In this case, more food shou 
be distributed to those tables containi 
the young men from big barracks. Final 
a little more care could be used to ke 
the meals hot instead of lukewarm. W 
a little more care in the serving of 
the food would be much more appeali 
to the corps. 

Thus, with a better choice of mei 
a large portion, and more appealing fox 
the 1978 corps of AMA would be 
happy corps. Instead of worrying abc 
the food, they might worry about th 
academics. I praise my fellow cadets : 
not voicing these bad conditions to th 
parents, but the time has come wt 
there must be a change for the go 
of the entire corps.

Competency is a word which affects all 
students in thirty states including Virginia 
because of state legislation which requires 
that all students pass a certified compe- 
tency test before graduation. Each school 
must make up their own test but it must 
be certified by the Board of Education. 
Colonel Herbert Lucus, Colonel David 
Rapp, Mrs. Barbara Jenner, Captain 
Thomas Greenwood, and Captain Robert 
Moore have made up the test for Au- 
gusta. The ttst will consist of English, 
math, government (citizenship) /econo- 
nomics (consumer), and the fourth cate- 
gory will either be preparation for higher 
education or entry into the job market. 
All students must pass the test. If a stu- 
dent fails to pass it, remedial work will 
begin to make sure that the student will 
eventually pass the test. A student who 
fails to pass the test in Virginia and 
moves to another state where a compe- 
tency test is required will have to pass 
the test in that state. However, if a 
student passes the test in Virginia his 
grade will be recognized in another state. 

Besides the competency test, cadets 
must take two other tests. They have al- 
ready taken the Adult Performance Level 
(APL) test and with the coming of spring 
they will receive the Iowa Test of Basic

Cadets were given two class periods 
to complete the APL but they will be 
given eight periods to finish the Iowa test. 

These tests are very important to ca- 
dets. There are no “trick” questions on 
the tests and the tests weren’t made up 
to stop students from graduating. They 
were set up to make sure that they know 
certain life skills which will be required 
of them after high school. The test scores 
are filed into the students transcripts 
which stays with him throughout life. 
These tests are both important and neces- 
sary and every cadet should try his best 
to do well on them.
